The referendum is supplementary to 
and virtually a part of the plan of 
the initiative. It would give the peo- 
ple power to abrogate objectionable 
laws which might be enacted by the 
Council. It is evident that such a 
plan would tend directly toward mak- 
Ing the Council more circumspect 
and conservative as regards the char- 
acter of its legislation. The people are 
the source of all power. Under the 
present system they have delegated to 
their legislators—Councilmen, Con- 
gressmen, and members of State Legis- 
latures—the power to legislate for 
them. Under the plan of the ini- 
tiative and referendum the people 
would simply reclaim, as they have 
an unquestionable right to do, certain 
powers heretofore delegated to their 
legislative representatives. There can 
be little doubt that the adoption of 
this plan, in our municipal govern- 
ment, would make for purer politics, 
and would give the control of munic- 
ipal affairs more directly into the 
hands of the people, whose primary 
and fundamental right it is to ex- 
ercise a controlling influence in 
all public affairs. 

The plan of the “recall” appears 
also to be a wise provision for re- 
moving from office an objectionable 
incumbent. It might, however, be 
subject to abuse unless hedged about 
with some stringent safeguards. It

ORE TROUBLE. 

We are confronted with the 
prospect of more trouble in the Philip- 
pines. The insurrection on the island 
of Luzon is scarcely settled before we 
receive news of ugly conduct on the 
part of the inhabitants of Mindanao. 
These people are comparatively in- 
significant in point of numbers, but 
they make up in fighting quality for 
what they lack in quantity. They have, 
so far, been handled very diplomati- 
cally, the United States having gone 
so far as to respect, for the time be- 
ing. their prejudices in the way of a 
mitigated form of slavery, and of 
polygamy, but they seem to have 
fallen into the common error of mis- 
taking kindness and leniency for 
cowardice, and so our boys in blue 
will probably have to administer a 
little judicious corporal punishment 
to these sawed-off followers of a two- 
bit Sultan, before they can be made 
to realize the situation, and promise 
to be good. 

This will be the first that the 
United States has been in any armed 


conflict with people of the Moham- 
medan faith since the tussie which 
occurred many years ago off the coast 
of Algiers. We may have a chance 
to appreciate Kipling’s descriptions of 
the reckless valor displayed by the 
“Fuszy-Wuazies,” who are taught to 


believe that the true believer, dying 


while taking the life of a Christian 
dog, is transported direct to paradise, 


where several.of the most ravishingly 
beautiful houris are told off to attend 


to his wants. Our soldiers will find 
these a different class to deal with 


than the Tagolos, but there is not 


the slightest doubt that they will

EXICAN ENTERPRISE. 
Industrial development is making 


rapid progress in our neighboring re- 
public of Mexico. It is estimated that 


not far from  $1,000,000,000 of 
American capital is at the present 
time invested in Mexico, and the vol- 
ume is increasing yearly. Mexican 


capital is also very active in the pro- 
motion of new enterprises. A great 
deal of attention has been paid, of 


late, to the production and manufac- 


ture of cotton, which industry prom- 


ises to become one of very great im- 
portance in the near future. 

The Mexican government is wisely 
doing everything in its power to pro- 
mote the growth of the cotton indus- 


try, in common with other industries. 


A bill is now before the Mexican Con- 
greas, with a practical certainty that 
it will become a law, which authorizes 


the President to rebate taxes upor 
cotton goods exported from the coun- 
try, and to remit duties and other 
charges upon raw materials that are 
imported to be used in the manufac 
ture of goods designed for export. 
This is an indication that the Mexi- 
can cotton manufacturers are contem- 
plating a policy of expansion, in their 
industry, which shall extend beyond 
the confines of their own country. 


According to Modern Mexico-—-a 


magazine devoted to the interests of 
our neighbor republic—there is a pros- 
pect that Mexico will ere long become 
an exporting nation of considerable 
importance. “Not only are the cotton 
mills preparing to cater to the trade 
of other Latin States,” says Modern 
Mexico, “but important projects are 
on foot for a large increase in the 
production of raw cotton in Mexico.

Formal Beginning of the Work 
on the New First Congregational 


House of Worship.

ADDRESS TO PEOPLE. 


At the close of this ceremogy the

“The gotpe] will meet men in this 
house. Men will come to this city 


from the North and from the South: 
from the Fast and from over the sea. 


They will come from the country and 
from the city; from homes of wealth 
and from homes of poverty, and the 


gospel will meet them asking no ques- 


tions. It will simply ask: ‘What is 


your present purpose and aim? 


“The materials for the building of 
this house will come from very Prm- 
ble places and surroundings—from the 
quarry, the dark forests, the mines 
and the clay pits; but these materiais 
will begin their new history with no 
questions asked as to prev aus condi- 
tion.

The 
location is within the district in which 
the erection of tents and cloth houses 
is prohibited. 

How to allow the establishment of 
the rink and not violate the city ordi- 
nance was the subject of anxious dis- 
cussion by the men in charge of the 
city government till a bright idea 
struck one of them. “What's the use 
of calling it a tent? Let us call it 
something else,” was the proposition 
— immediately sprang from the

The can- 
vas structure over the skating rink will 
mot be a tent. It wil, offically, be a 
flap or something, anyhow, it will not 
be a tent. 

WITH THE FISHERMEN.

Hen 
son dangled the sardine right in 
front of the nose of the barracuda, but 
the big fish was too indolent to try to 
seize the promising bit of food. 

J. B. Losee, one of the s smen 
fishermen, went out the other day in 
the launch Fleur de Lis. Five ordi- 
vag | bone hooks, with the usual size 
of lines were trolled, and Mr. Loses 
used a rod and reel with a very small 
line. The hook on Mr. Losee’s line 

of the ordinary trolling style at- 
tached to a bone and not baited. The 
launch was out several hours, and a 
eatch was brought back. Mr. 
with his rod-and-reel line 
caught nearly as many fish as were 
caught with all five of the regu ar 
troll! lines. The fact is pointed to 
as indicating that a fish is much more 
likely to pursue and seize a bait 
pulled by a line so small as to be 
almost invisible than to attempt to 
swallow a hook attached to a line big 
enough to be seen plainly. It is not 
racticable to use for trolli a small 
ime tied to the boat, for a fish when 
caught is almost certain to pull strong 
enough to break it. For rod and re 
work, however, a small line may be 
used with good results, for the moment 
a fish is hooked it may be let out 
with an easy break on the reel, and 
then pulled in again when the launch's 
speed has been slackened.

LOST ON CATALINA.

NOT A TRACE TO BE FOUND OF 
AUGUST PRATT. 


Left for the Isthmus on Foot Yester- 
day Morning and Disappeared— 


Searching Parties Scour the Island, 
but Return Without News. 


AVALON, July August Pratt of 
“Camp Okobojic,” a resident of Los 
Angeles, a vigorous and well-preserved 
man of 63, who is fond of long tramps, 
arranged with Mrs. Pratt yesterday to 
meet her at the Isthmus, she to go up 
on the launch Ramona, which was tak- 
ing a large party, and he to go over- 
land on foot, and both would return 
together on the boat. Mrs. Pratt car- 
ried out her part of the compact, but 
when the Ramona left the Isthmus at 
p. m., Mr. Pratt had not reported. He 
started from here at 6 a.m., and made 
his calculations to reach the Isthmus 
about noon. 

When Mrs. Prattt returned she hoped 
to find that her husband had wearied 
of his job, and returned, but he hadn't 
come, and she immediately dispatche4 
Adargo and Whitley, guides, who have 
spent their lives on the island, and 
have followed sheep and goats into 
every cafion and crevice on its rugged 
exterior, on horses to look him up. 
They left early last evening, and up 
to the time of the leaving of the last 
boat today, 6:30 p.m., had not returned. 

The Ramona again went to the Isth- 
mus last night in the hope that the 
lost man had found his way there. At 
3 am. she returned without news. 

This morning a relay of two men, 
Gloon Widney and Joe Howland, went 
out On horseback, and Mexican Joe. 
with a. small party, went with his 
launch to Empire, where they proposed 
to land and search the country back 
of Black Jack, where it was thought 
moat likely that the wayfarer had lost 


way. 

At 5:30 o'clock this afternoon Wid- 
ney returned. He and his companion 
traced Mr. Pratt to & point on the 
south side of Black Jack, where the 
steps showed he had stopped. Beyond 
that they could find no sign of him. 
They scoured the vicinity, which had 
evidently been covered by the preced- 
ing searchers, and then they skirted 
around the mountain, and Widney 
came in. The other searchera were 
encountered, much the worse for their 
long trip. and their horses were fagged 
out. They had no news of the lost 
man. After searching all along. the 
way yesterday, they arrived at the 
Isthmus at 1:30 o'clock in the night, 
when they fed their horses and them- 
selves and left within the hour to re- 
new the hunt. When Widney ieft 
them they had decided to go to Middle 
ranch, where the Banning Wool Com- 
pany has a lot of horses, and procure 
fresh mounts, and they will probably 
get some much-needed sleep there aleo.
